Theſe tumours, and much moze. the 
Carbuncles and Blaines do require the 
care and skill of the expert Chirurgion: 
but not to leave the poozer ſozt deſtitute 
of good remedies; theſe following are ve⸗ 


ry good. 

"Pull off the feathers from the tails of 
living Cocks, Þens, Pigeons, oꝛ Chickens, 
and holding their Bills, hold them bard to 
the Botch 02 Swelling, and ſo keep them at 
that part until they die, and by this means 
dꝛaw out the poiſon : It is good to apply a 
Cupping-glaſs, oz Embers in a Diſh, with 
a bandful of Sozrel upon the Embers.
